the Office and Jurisdiction of Samuel Bishop of 
Connecticut is presented the following transcript 
made by an humble descendant of his Illustrious 
Predecessor." There is an accompanying affidavit: 
"This certifies, That the Copy, referred to in the 
foregoing Certificate, has been compared by me 
with the Original Manuscript in possession of the 
Reverend William J. Seabury, and been found by me 
to be a true Copy of said Original.

& Providence, in the State of Rhode Island, who have, 
till they can be so happy as to have a Bishop of 
their ow State to preside over them, put themselves

To thy grace & Holy Spirit, most gracious God, I 
refer myself for all prudence, courage, & patience 
necessary to the due discharge of this new duty 
which in the course of thy Providence is come upon 
me.

Tuesday 315%» arrived safe at New Port about 2 
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o'clock in the morning, after a troublesom & fatigu- 
ing passage of 16 hours, Had a happy meeting with 
the Rey’ ME W™ Smith the worthy Rector of Trinity 
Chch, N. Port, Under his hospitable roof I contin- 
wed during my stay in town. This & the following day 


were spent in friendly intercourse with various good 
acquaintances. 


prhursday June 2, being Ascension day, at Chch-=- 
M’ Smith officiated & preached very much to my satis- 
faction. This day & the two next employed in visit~ 
ing; And particularly in endeavouring to remove some 
ER AE aL at lalate & prejudices subsisting with Cap. 
Can-= Weu-y & ME Ge---r, respecting MS Smiths 
settlement at New Port, &, by Gods goodness, suc- 
ceeded so far as to see them both with their good 
Ladies at the Holy Altar on 


Beowa as 


Sunday the 3°» the Sunday after Ascension-day. At 
the Communion 60 or 70 were present. No sermon in 
the morning---preached in the afternoon & after ser- 
mon administered Confirmation to about 40, all young 
people except three or four 


Wednesday the 8th, went on horse back, M™ Smith 
accompanying me, to Bristol--14 miles. No Clergy- 
man at Bristol-=- M! John Usher, son of their late 
worthy Minister reads Prayers & sermons in a decent 
new Church (the Chch was burnt in the late commo- 
tions with the Town by a party of British troops) but 
unfinished. By MS Ussher we were kindly received & 
hospitably entertained. In the Morning, viz 


Thursday the 9*> the Rev’ MD Moses Badger Rector 
of Kings Church, Providence, an old & valued acquain- 
tance, came to us. At Church this day the Congrega- 
tion was small. M! Smith redde Prayers. M? Badger 
administred Baptism to one adult & to several chil- 
dren; I preached, administred Confirmation to 26 
(among whom was the adult woman just baptized) & con- 
secrated the h. Eucharist---among the Communicants 
was the same good woman=-=the sight was an affecting 
& joyful one, especially in a country where people 
are so backward in attending on divine Ordinances. 
May Gods grace & H. Spirit be with her, & all his 
faithful people! 


Here I met with great obstinacy & ada per=- 
verseness in a MS Munro, one of the Chch Wardens, 

I fear an unworthy one, respecting Confirmation--= 
He could not see his way clear--I pray God to en=- 
lighten his mind, & give him that teachable temper, 
so necessary--1 had almost said meritorious, in the 
Christian Character. 


It has, I found, been long the wish of the Congre=- 
gation of Bristol, that MZ John Usher should go into 
h. Orders, & become their minister; Nor did I find 
any good reason against it-- M* Ushers inclinations 
too seemed strongly to lead that way. But an unhap= 
py resentment which one of his brothers Sacer reins: 
against him, which originated 16 years ago about y 
division of their fathers books--which he has nursed 
ever since, & which he refuses to give up on any 
terms, has hitherto prevented a measure which, a8 it 
appears to me, would do much service to that Chehs 
The books, it seems were divided by lot, &M. Je 
Usher obtained the lot which his brother wanted. So 
much bitterness, I think, I never saw in any human 
creature--~ How dreadful a state to cherish malice 
for 16 years---malice too conceived without any pro- 


vocation=--exerted against a Brother & to the hin- 
drance of the peace & prosperity ef Gods Cheh} Gra- 
cious God, have mercy upon him! By Thy grace may 
he become sensible of his evil, miserable state, & 
through deep repentance be reconciled to Thee. For 
Christs sake, pity him heavenly Father! In the 
afternoon returned to Newport, and on 


Saturday the llth took passage for Providence, 
deeply regretting that tho' I called twice I did not 
find MP Sae--=— Feeay at home, He also is dissatis= 
fied about MJ Smiths settlement at New Port & hath 
withdrawn from Chch. Strange that Christian men 
should vent their dissatisfactions of this kind on 
the Chch of God, & rather excommunicate themselves, 
tha(n] forego little resentments-=-=- God give him 
repentance, & a better mind=---even that Charity 
which is the bond of perfectness---the perfect bond 
of Union among Christians] 


After a passage of 10 hours arrived in safety at 
Providence, 30 miles from New Port, & went to the 
house of my good friend M™ Badger. The next day 
being 


Whitsunday June 12, preached twice, & adminis- 
tred Confirmation to about 50. On 


Wednesday the 15th set out in the Post coach for 
Boston, & in the evening arrived in safety at the 
Rev. D® Samuel Parkers, Rector of Trinity church, 
Boston, where we met with a hearty & polite recep- 
tion. Continued in Boston and on 


Trinity Sunday June 19 preached for D® Parker 
morning & Evening. And on 


Monday the 20th went in a Post chariot to Newbury 
Port 42 miles. At the Inn D3} Edward Bass, Rector 
of St Pauls Church in Newbury Port, came to us, & 
conducted us to his house, where we remained till 


Wednesday the 22d, when we went to Portsmouth 
in the State of New Hampshire with the Rev? MT 
John Cozens Ogden, Rector of St Johns Cheh Ports- 
mouth, who had come in a Post chariot to Newbury 
Port to fetch use In the afternoon we arrived 
at his house in safety but much fatigued with the 
violence of the heat. On the following 


Sunday, viz: the 26th, being the first Sunday af- 
ter Trinity preached twice to a large Congregation, 
& administred Confirmation to 72 Persons. The next 
day, 


Monday the 27, D} Bass & ME Robert Fowle a young 
Gentleman in Deacons Orders, & who was to be ore 
dained Priest for Holderness in New-Hampshire, came 
to us. Wednesday the 29th, St. Peters day, was 
fixed on for ME Fowles Ordination.---Let thy grace, 
O merciful God, assist me: Let Thy Holy Spirit die 
rect me in the great duties of that sacred Office 
in the Chth of the Redeemer to which thy providence 
has called me--that I may not rashly lay hands on 
any one--that neither favour, nor resentment, nor 
partiality of any kind may influence my conduct; 

But that the glory of thy name, the honour of the 
dear Redeemer, the good of thy holy Church, the sal- 
vation of sinners may be the end of all my views, 
the motives of all my actions.---Lord Jesus, to thee 
all power is committed in heaven & in earth--~ Thou 
dids promise to be with Thy Apostles to the ond of

the world: Be with me, Blessed Lord, now about to 
act under that authority & commission thou graciously 
gavest to them. Hear me, Almighty Father; Hear me 
All gracious Saviour; Hear me Most holy, & life give 
ing Spirit-- Hear & bless. Amen. On 


Tuesday M? Fowle was examined, & gave the most 
pleasing hope, from his literary attainments, amiable 
temper, & prudent conduct in his Office of Deacon, 
of his being a worthy & able minister in the higher 
Order of Priesthood to which he was about to be pro- 
motede 


Wednesday, the Festival of St. Peter, the crowd at 
Church was very great. The novelty of the scene (an 
Episcopal Ordination never having been before held 
in that part of the country) attracted the attendance 
of some who little regarded the solemnity of the Of- 
fice, or the prosperity of the Chch. D* Bass made 
the presentation,--- The sermon was preached by me 
from St. Matt. XXVIII.18,19,20th. 


After Church several Presbyterian Ministers dined 
& drank tea with us at M™ Ogdens---all was good hu- 
mour. That Evening however I heard some were of- 
fended at the sermon, & threatened to attack it. 
Conscious of the soundness of the principles on which 
it was built, it was a matter of no importance to me 
whether they attacked, or let it pass quietly off. 
The next day, 


Friday the 30th, We returned early to Newbury Port 
in the Stage Coach. It ought to have been remarked 
that Confirmation was administered on Wednesday to 
33 personSe 


Continuing at Hewbury Port till Sunday July the 3d, 
I preached for DY Bass both fore & afternoon to very 
large Congregations. That in the afternoon was sup- 
posed to consist of more than 2000 veople. The Eu- 
charist was celebrated & well attended, & Confirma- 
tion administered to about 50. But the Church was so 
crowded that the aisles were impassable to those in 
the remoter parts. Those who wished to be confirmed 
were therefore requested to repair to the Church the 
next day, when after Prayers they would be attended 
to. Accordingly on 


Monday the 4th, about 50 more received the Apostol= 
ical Rite of the Laying on of hands, making in the 
whole 100 at least. On 


Tuesday the Sth, we took the opportunity of the 
Stage Coach to return to Boston to the house of D® 
Parker, where in the Evening, we arrived in safety. 
While I was at Boston M™ Osbornes Paper of Ports- 
mouth, of July 6, & M? Russels of Boston of the same 
date, I believe, accused me of saying in the sermon 
at Portsmouth "That the belief of the truth spoken 
by one not inducted into the priestly office in an 
Episcopal form is not the Faith of God, or a Divine 
Faith." The sermon I suppose will soon be public, 

& will then speak for itself. One position I shall 
enter here from the Portsmouth paper, because of its 
extraordinary tendency=---"if a devil should deliver 

a good gospel sermon, shall we disbelieve because 

the preacher is a devil, & not a Church Priest?" 
Again---"I am as much bound to believe the truth spo- 
ken by his Plutonic Majesty, as I am to believe the 
game truth when delivered by his Lordship of York, 

or his Holiness of Rome” &éc. To expose the nonsense 


& profaneness of these assertions needs not a word 
@--they speak for themselves, & evidently shew what 
spirit they are of. 


To bear abuse, & reviling language, & misrepre- 
sentation, for his sake, who bore them all for me | 
is my duty--- Enable me, gracious God to bear 
them with patience & resignation to thy will--in 
humble dependence on thy grace, in imitation of my 
dear Redeemer, & in the comfort of thy H. Spirit. 
Let me not be discouraged by them from doing my 
duty in meekness & love; with a constancy & per= 
severance, Have mercy upon & forgive those who 
persecute me with slanders, & turn their hearts 
to that charity which rejoiceth in the truth--- 
Hear, O God, & for Christs sake forgive them. Amen. 


On Sunday the 10th preached Morning & Evening 
in Trinity Church, and on 


Monday the llth set out in a hired chariot for 
Providence, where We arrived toward sunset, & 
stopped at MP Russels. After resting one day, we 
went in the Stage to Norwich, viz: on Wednesday 
the 13th; & in the Evening got safely to my good 
friends Major Whiting, much fatigued with the rough= 
ness of the road & badness of the carriage. 


Thursday the 15th rested at Major Whitings, & on 
Friday took boat for New London, where we arrived 
without accident at two oClock P. M. after an ab= 
sence of 6 weeks & 4 days, having traveled, out & 
home, by land & water, 397 miles, Confirmed 311, | 
persons, & admitted one to the holy Order of priest= 
hood. | 


By Gods goodness I returned in health, & Maria 
well recovered from a constant headache which had 
long afflicted her. We had the happiness also to 
find the family in good health. Glory be to God 
for these instances of his mercy & goodness to me 
--that he hath preserved us from sickness & acci- 
dents, &, as I hope, enabled me to be of some ser- 
vice to his Holy Church. Increase, O God, my wil- 
lingness to spend my life, as well as strength, in 
thy service. To this end, preserve to me, I be- 
seech Thee, if it be thy blessed will, my health 
& understanding, that while I live I may be use- 
ful to thy people. Preserve those who have been 
at any time admitted by me thy unworthy servant 
into thy Cheéh by holy Baptism, in the Unity of thy 
Chen, in the bonds of charity & peace, & in all 
peilcees & righteousness of life. Let thy father- 
ly hand ever be over those upon whom I have at any 
time laid my hands to certify them thereby of thy 
favour & goodness to them. Let thy Holy Ghost 
ever guide, direct, & support those who have _b been 
seperated by me to thy service in thy holy Chehe 
For them=--for thy whole Chch=-hear my supplications, 
O God, for Christs sake, & bless them now & for- 
ever. Amene

family, & the congregation to which I minister in this 


town; that no damage or distress may happen to them, 
but that they may alway continue in safety under thy 
protection, &, by thy Grace, in holiness & righteous- 
ness of life to thy honour & glory. And in thy good 
time bring me back in safety to them. Hear me, hea- 
venly Father, & have mercy for Christs sake--- To 
whom, with Thee & the Holy Ghost, be glory now & for- 
ever. Amen. 


Monday Evening Oct? 3 arrived at the house of Col. 
Chapman at East Haddam. The next day rode 1 1/2 
miles to the house where they usually assemble for 
djvine service, & preached to a large congregation on 
the subject of Confirmation=-=-- Confirmed 25, all el- 
derly people. Administred the communion to 27--=-24 
of whom had never communicated in the Chch before, 
being late Converts from presbyterianism; The whole 
number of Conformists being about 40 families, Re- 
member them in mercy, © Heavenly Father; & as, by thy 


grace, they have come into the unity of thy Cheh, con= 


firm them in the truth, that they may abide alway un- 
der thy holy protection--=may grow in grace, be rich 
in faith & good works, & finally obtain everlasting 
life, through Jesus Christ. Amen. 


In the evening rode to Middleton 15 miles, in com- 


pany with Deacon E. Blakslee, where I had the pleasure 


of meeting & passing the evening with my old friend 

D? Leaming, at the house of M? Jarvis. In the morn- 
ing of the 6th, went to Cheshire 16 miles; thence to 
Watertown 16 miles. Found the Clergy assembled, M™ 

Perry of Newtown preached to them that day. 


Oct? 6. Mess*® Mansfield, Hubbard, Perry of New- 
town, Shelton, & Ives, were appointed a standing Com- 
-mittee of recommendation. 


7the Resolved that every Clergyman desire the con- 
gregations over which he presides, +o. send one Lay 
delegate, to confer with the Clergy on such subjects 
as relate to the general welfare of the Chch in this 
State--- To meet in Trinity Chch New Haven, on the 
30th day of May next, at 10 o'Clock, A. M. 


8th. The Convention, having finished their busi- 
ness, rose. On Sunday gth 
Matt. 28. 3 last verses--- Ordained Ms Seth Hart, 
Deacon, to officiate at Waterbury. 


10th. Rode to Waterbury 6 miles--preached on the 


unity of Christs Cheh=--=the congregation large-=- Con- 


firmed 54. 


llth. Went to Guntown accompanied by Mess’. Prine 
dle, Blakslee, & Hart-- Preached from 2 Cor. VI.1-=-- 
Confirmed 14. Lodged with M™ Osborn, and

met me--- Preached to a small congregation from 
1 Jn° III.8. Confirmed 8. Went to D* Mansfields at 
Derby 8. miles, and on 


18th Preached to a small congregation on the unity 
of Christs Church-= Confirmed 9. 


14 WM Clarke met me at the ferry with his two Cheh 
Wardens-- Rode with them to Ripton 6 miles-- 
ed on 2 Cor. ViI-l--- Confirmed 6. 


15. Rode with M* Clarke to Nicol Esq: 8 miles, 
where MT Shelton met me; In the evening went home 
with him 2 1/2 miles.”

16th, Sunday at Church at Stratfield--the Con- 
gregation large all day=-= Preached A. M. Matt
